A Massachusetts  'Changeover-Pair7 

When  I first  discovered  National  currency,  I 
was  almost  immediately  drawn  to  the  notes  of  banks 
with  interesting  titles:  Farmers,  Merchants,  etc. 
I scoured  the  pages  of  Bank  note  Reporter  and  Paper 
Money,  seeking  titles  that  I didn't  have. 

I believe  it  was  during  the  very  first  PCDA 
Show  in  St.  Louis  (1986)  that  I met  an  older  fellow 
named  Harold  Johnson.  He  was  a lobbyist  for  one  of 
the  large  banks  in  Florida  and  lived  there.  But, 
he  was  born  and  raised  in  out  state  Missouri. 
Harold  had  worked  as  a loan  officer  for  various 
banks  and  finance  companies  in  St.  Louis.  He  had 
also  been  involved  in  repossessing  items  such  as 
vehicles  when  the  lessees  had  not  made  their 
regular  payments.  I always  made  it  a point  to  see 
him  at  the  annual  show  in  Memphis  and  he  would  tell 
me  more  stories  about  his  days  in  St.  louis. 

I made  it  to  the  FUN  Show  in  florida,  some 
years  back  and  during  our  visit  I mentioned  to 
Harold  that  I collected  bank  histories:  About  3 
weeks  later,  a box  containing  some  8 or  9 Florida 
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bank  histories  arrived.  A note  from  Harold  was 
included  stating  that  the  histories  had  resided  in 
his  files  for  some  years.  He  included  a nice 
history  of  the  Barnett  Bank;  at  the  time  he  was  a 
lobbyist  for  that  bank. 

I stopped  by  his  table  at  the  FUN  Show  in 
1989;  by  then  I was  actively  collecting  National 
Currency  notes  with  occupational  titles  and  I 
mentioned  it  to  him.  He  reached  into  one  of  the 
cases  and  handed  me  a First  charter,  series  1875  $1 
note  from  the  Merchandise  National  Bank  of  Boston, 
Charter  2304.  I was  duly  impressed  with  the  note 
and  was  soon  its  new  owner.  When  I listed  the  note 
in  my  collection  ledger,  I noted  that  the  bank  had 
subsequently  changed  its  name  to  The  Winthrop 
National  Bank  of  Boston  and  issued  nots  under  that 
title . 

Several  years  went  by  and  I fortunately 
acquired  the  $5  Brown  Back  note  issued  by  charter 
2304  as  The  Winthrop  National  Bank.  I think  the 
first  person  I showed  the  pair  to  was  John  Hickman, 
who  really  got  a "hoot'  out  of  them.  I later  sent 
copies  of  the  2 notes  to  Harold  and  he  was  tickled, 
too . 

The  late  John  Hickman  used  to  'hold  court'  in 
one  of  the  small  couches  located  outside  of  the 
auction  room  in  the  balcony  of  the  Marriott  in 
Memphis.  One  night  he  and  Peter  Huntoon  were  going 
at  it  feverishly  and  slowly  a crowd  gathered  to 
listen  in.  I was  sitting  on  the  floor  next  to  the 
couch  when  someone  nudged  me  in  the  ribs . I looked 
around  and  there  was  Charley  Colver  sitting  on  the 
floor  next  to  me.  'Ain't  this  fun.  ' He  said 
softly.  Grinning  from  ear  to  ear.  Yeah  Charlie-it 
still  is,  many  thanks,  Bob. 

Another  editor's  note.  Besides  the  illustrated 

notes,  I,  too,  enjoyed  remembering  those  sessions 
that  John  Hickman  seemed  to  conduct  every  year  at 
Memphis  AND,  I never  heard  him  retell  the  same 
story.  I think  I miss  John  most  of  all,  of  all  the 
old-timers  in  our  hobby  that  have  passed  on  to 
their  reward.  Thanks  Bob,  for  bringing  back  the 
memories .

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BIG  NEWS  FROM  PMCM 


At  its  November/Thanksgiving  Michigan  State  Show, 
the  members  of  the  PMCM  voted  to  begin  a Scholarship 
Program  for  PMCM  members ....  to  the  ANA  Summer 
Seminars ! 

At  previous  meetings  we  had  discussed  this 
possibility  and  a committee  was  formed  to  study  and 
make  a recommendation.  With  input  from  John  and 
Nancy  Wilson  and  Dan  Freeland,  Bill  Brandimore  made 
the  following  motion  and  Dan  Freeland  seconded  it. 
It  passed  unanimously. 

The  motion  provides  for  a Scholarship  to  the  ANA 
Summer  Seminars  in  Colorado  Springs,  Colorado,  to  be 
awarded  each  Fall  at  the  PMCM  Dearborn  Meeting.  The 
following  criteria  apply. 

1.  You  must  be  a member  of  ANA  (it  costs  more  for 
the  seminar  if  you're  not)  and  PMCM... for  at  least 
one  full  year  prior  to  winning  the  scholarship. 

2 . The  cost  of  the  scholarship  and  a round  trip 
coach  airline  ticket  will  be  paid  by  PMCM,  not  to 
exceed  $1,000. 

3 . Any  changes  such  as  driving  instead  of  flying 
must  be  approved  by  the  PMCM  and  mileage  cost  may 
not  exceed  the  coach  fare  airline  cost. 

4 . You  must  take  a paper  money  related  course  (ANA 
on  occasion  will  have  token  and  paper  money  courses 
that  are  given  together.) 

5.  After  attending  the  seminar,  winners  need  to 
write  a story  for  the  Rag  Picker  about  your 
experience . 

6.  The  winner  of  the  Scholarship  will  be  selected 
at  the  Fall  PMCM  meeting  in  Dearborn,  MI.  All 
qualifying  names  will  be  placed  in  a hat  and  one 
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person's  name  will  be  selected.  An  alternate  will 
also  be  drawn  in  case  the  person  chosen  cannot 
attend . 

7.  If  you  are  a winner  you  must  wait  3 full  years 
before  being  eligible  again. 

8 . You  must  apply  by  November  1st  of  the  year  in 
which  the  selection  is  made.  Instructions  for 
applications  will  be  published  in  the  Rag  Picker 
earlier  in  the  year. 

Here  is  what  you  must  do  before  applying  for  the 
2006  summer  seminar,  to  be  awarded  in  November  of 
2005  : 

1.  Write  at  least  one  article  for  the  Rag  Picker 
for  one  of  the  October-December  04  through  July- 
September  05  issues  of  the  Rag  Picker.  At  least  500 
words  to  qualify. 

2 . Attend  at  least  one  meeting  of  the  PMCM  either 
Spring  MSNS,  Memphis  IPMS  or  Fall  MSNS  2005. 

3.  Exhibit  Paper  money  for  PMCM,  Spring,  Memphis  or 
Fall  shows. 

4 . Give  a paper  money  program  for  PMCM  at  one  of 
the  above  3 shows . 

5.  Sign  up  at  least  one  new  member  for  PMCM  in  the 
period  prior  to  selection. 

6.  To  qualify  for  the  award,  the  Rag  Picker  story 
is  mandatory,  and  one  of  the  other  5 tasks,  to 
qualify. 

You  will  note  that  this  is  structured  so  there  is  no 
penalty  to  our  far  flung  members  if  they  are  unable 
to  get  to  a PMCM  meet ing ...  write  an  article,  give  a 
talk,  etc.  and  we'll  put  your  name  in  the  hat  if  you 
qualify  and  apply! ! 
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I am  going  this  summer  as  a prize  winner  of  Best  in 
Show  exhibit  at  the  MSNS  Fall  show  in  2003.  I'll 
let  you  know  how  it  goes.
